The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of Masami et al. (U.S. 6,040.888) and Moore (U.S. 6,124.912) did not teach or suggest 
a display device having a plurality of separated pixel elements, each pixel element 
having its own antireflective layer and micromirror layer, wherein spacers are formed on 
a portion of the antireflective layer in some of the pixel elements. Examiner interprets 
the claim language to exclude devices wherein a single antireflective layer covers all of 
the pixel elements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
